11. andin this ſenſe the Saints 
of God are called hidden: ones. Pſal. 83. 3. Why ſo? 
not onely becauſe they are hid in Gods decree, 
and hid in Chriſts wounds ;»but often times God hides 
them in a time of common danger and . calamity:
